and Vanity; and it is to be fear'd that the 
Claims of the Spirit of Phanaticiſm to ſu- 
pereminent and matchleſs Holineſs, makes 
it the leſs fit to be match'd with that ſort 
of Men. Holineſs and Pride never dwell 


together, but ſpiritual Pride is more to be 
hated in a Creature who has ſuch Reaſons

At the Sight of ſuch approaching Havock 
and Deva#tatms, was it ſuitable, to fee 
our Church loſing Ground, and almoſt rea- 
dy to be ſwallow'd up, and to ſuffer our 
Land to be over-run with Locuſts, without 
alarming others who were ſecure, and arm- 
ing our ſelves who ſaw the Danger? No. It 
is the ſame Thing to let our Enemies grow 
Irreſiſtable, as to let them grow Innume- 
rable, Why then is it not the Miniſter's 
abſolute Indiſpenſable Duty to tell us of 
our Perils among Falſe Brethren?

And in Days of 
the greateſt Efficacy of the Goſpel, there 
have been Sinners of the boldeſt Sort, as 
well as more timerous; and would it not 
be a Paradox to ſay, that our Age ſhould 
be the brighteſt for Exemplary Piety of any 
preceeding? And with all, that this ſhould 
only be found in the Pews of a Convent 
cle? What Vice is to be nam'd which has 
not arriv'd to a perfec# Improvement a-

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mong all Sets? So that it is an amazing 
Thing to find the Choler of our Holy 
Tribe ſo mightily mov'd that they are 
call'd Falſe Brethren ! . Conſidering, to 
what a mighty Perfection they have 
brought Separation, and with what doagh.- 
ty Arguments they defend it! Arguments 
as falſe and infirm, as the Cauſe they are 
brought to ſupport. ; 


Would they be reckon'd true Bre- 
thren with us, and recede from our Com- 
munion, from the Adminiſtration of the 
Word and Sacraments ! If they cannot be 
call'd True, they muſt be call'd Falſe. 
Would they be thought of Tender Con- 
= ſciences ? Rather, of ſuch ns: which 
ſtrain at a Gnat, and ſwallow a Camel,

No more can a Church, when ſhe is 


ſet in a Field againſt her Enemies, and her 
Members diſunite and divide from one a- 
nother, this is giving her Enemies the Victo- 


ry, and without a ſpeedy Remedy and Con-

| Hope of Recovery. We are not to hope tor

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* Domitian's Scholars, who ne ver promis'd 4 Man 4 Benefit, | 
but it was an infallible Sign of bis Deſign io take him of. 
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ſerve our ſelves, Charity may be extended tos 
far, as well as too little. And. it is not an 
irreligious Caution to ſay, Let our Charity 
begin at home. To let Pretenders ſtockt 
with inimitable Confidence come in upon 
our Poſſeſſions, and innovate upon our 
ancient Conſtitution, till they have un- 


done us, would make us repent from the 
Bottom of our Hearts, when Rep entance 


could do us no Service. 


In the Name of God, ſhall | we do no- 


thing when the Air reſounds with their 


Menaces and Threatnings, when they 


give us to know in every Attempt upon us 
what they would do, if they could! 


When, as they formerly have practis'd, 


they ceaſe not ſtill to preach Undarifulneſs 


to Princes. We have, not only, enough 


to heighten our Suſpicion on this Mat- 


ter, but may ſee it clearly; we find it 


by their ſecret, and even by their open 


Practices, what ſhould be our preſent 
Duty in this Caſe.

It is a Shame for any Man to defend the 
Power of Tumultuous Concourſes, or 
raging People that ſeek to manage Af- 
fairs by the Whirlwind of their Igno- 
rant Clamours, who would remedy 


ſuppos'd 
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ſuppos'd Grievances without conſulting 
either Religion or Juſtice. 


When Reformations (pretended ones) 
are to be in the Power of Subjects, 
what Eaſe can the Sovereign fit with 
on her Throne ? That which has a 
Power of Contradicting, and not. Obeying, 
muſt . either be Superior or Equal; 
where the Power of Reſiſting is on the 
Side of Subjects, they are no longer Sub- 
jects, but Rulers, that ſubject their So- 

vereign. And that Notion once put in- 
to their Heads, they will make any 
Scruple an Occaſion of Inſurrection. So 
the Preaching of this ſeems to be the 
pulling down of Government. But it 
might be ſomething excuſable, if Ty- 
 ranny with its grievous Toke, were, as it 
were, grinding us to Powder, that, lying 
ſo heavy upon us, it became intolera- 
ble : But inexcuſeable either beforeGod or 
Man, to defend it, maintain it, or preach 
it, or avouch it, where every oye ſits un- 
der his Vine and under his own Figg- 
| Free, enjoying the Fruits of his own La- 
bours, and a ag many, who deſerve 
not, reaping where they did not ſow. For 
Reſiſtance, or Doctrine of Rebellion, to 
be the publick Clamour as it were, is 
| PE. D enough 
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enough to ſurprife us out of our beſt 
Senſes, to think that People ſhould be mad 


without Occaſion, and aim at Rebellion 
without Grievances, ſhows that Men of that 
Kidney are rather Monſters than other- 


wile. 


Can any thing offer to be objected 
in the Reign of ſuch a Glorious, Pious 


and Gratious Queen, but what tends to 
fill the Hearts of all her happy Subjects 


with Obedience and Thankſgiving ! Where- 
fore then the Doctrine of Reſiſtance ? 
_ To raiſe Jealouſies, Diſturbances, Con- 


fuſions. The Doctrine of Von-Reſiſt ance 
has no Relation at all to a PRETEND ER, 
who is univerſally own'd amongſt us 


to be no Legitimate Heir to the Crown. 
And does not the Doctrine of Reſi- 
ſtance, wherever received, ſeem to 


open a fairer Path for him, than that of 


_ Non-Refiftance ! For if you may Reſiſt, 
| how is her preſent. Majeſty ſecure ? If 
you may not Refiſt, no Domeſtick Power 
can annoy her. | AH

Creepers into Houſes, and Captors 


of (filly Women, for of ſuch an unwary 
Multitude conſiſts their Congregations 


making not only publick Broils and Di- 

viſions, but alſo private Diſtractions in 
Families; teaching the Wife to ſubſtraci 
from her Husband's Subſtance to feed and 

nurſe up Diſſention to its perfect Sta- 


ture. If theſe clandeſtine Donatives 
(which would do more Good at home) 


were with-held, we would fee Fanati- 
ciſm appear with a thin and meagre 
Aſpect in a ſhort time, and Hal- 
cyon Days ſucceed after the Death and 


Period of our Diviſions. 


Secondly, They are much of the Ro- 
man Catholick Temper in the Way of 
planting their Schiſm by Blood, which 
was the Source and Cauſe of the Cz- 
vil War, which coſt ſo many Millions 
of Treaſure, and ſo many Thouſand Lives. 
. D 3 An 
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An Army of Turks could not have 
made greater Devaſtation (as one ſays) 
in the Church and Nation, than they 
have done by ſeditious Doctrines. I hey 
have poiſon'd the Corporations of England 
with their Principles of Schiſm and 
Rebellion. They blew their Trumpets to 


War in the Pulpit, before they were 
ſounded in the Field. When they could 


not ſlay their two Enemies, Kingſbip 


and Epiſcopacy, gladio Oris, they did it 


ore gladij. What they could not with 


the Sword of their Mouth, they did 
with the Eage of the Sword, and gene- 


rally make good that Maxim of Ter- 
tullian, That there's no Proficiency ſo great

as the Figure of Chriſt in the Hangings, 
were capable of it. „ 


What can they think of a People againſt 
whoſeWorſhip they commit ſuchExtrava- 
gancles Sure, that they have no reaſonable

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Hopes of Mercy). They muſt think 
we are all to be damu'd irrecoverably ; 


while they flatter themſelves to be the 


Darlings of Heaven, the prime Carr, and 


peculiar Treaſure of the Almighty! But 


that they are grandly miſtaken 1n their 
Evidences. And, En, 


Let Fourthly, as the Roman Catholicks 
do, ſo they, hold Ignorance to be the 


Mother of Devotion, and take boiling Paſ- 


ſion for holy Tal, wild Imagination for 


Divine Motions, when a fiery Fancy moun- 


ting aloft, flutters in nſtical Nonſenſe, and 
flows into the IJongue in extravagant 


Ramble, abuſing the Name and the Word 


of Goa with ſenſeleſs Notions, Phantaſtick 
Phraſes, and unintelligible Jargon. And in this 


Senſe they advance this Maxim, Bonus 


Textuarius eit bonus Iheelogus. If a Stu- 
dent ſhould be acquainted with no o— 
ther Science, but had a good Stock of 
Scripture Phraſes, no matter for his 


applying, expounding or underſtanding of 


them, he is generally admitted to be one 


of their Teachers; like the Popiſh Fran- 
ciſcans who made Uzlearneaneſs a Pro- 


feſſion, priding themſelves in the Title 


of Fratres Ignorantiæ. So Pharellus in Ge- 


neva, a Patron of Presbytery, in Pretenſion 


to 


—— 
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to the Spirit, calld all Humane Learning 
the Iuvention of the Devil. And 


Fifthly, they ſeem to be Jeſuitiſh in their 


Extempore Prayers. Ever ſince extraordinary 
Gifts and Miracles ceas'd, the Church has 
worſhip'd God by allow'd Forms and 
ſet Liturgies, not only in the Bohemian and 
Latheran, Churches, but even in Geneva it 


ſelf, Holland, France; and that advis'd by 
Mr. Calvin himſelf, till of late ſome. 


Jeſuits in Maſquerade firſt ſet up Ex- 


tempore Prayer on putpoſe to diſturb the 


Peace of, and break good Order in the 


| Proteſtant Churches, eſpecially here in 


Britain. The very. worſt thing that e- 
ver could have been done to vilify and 
bring into Contempt the Worſhip of 


God, in which way, Have been deliver'd 
ſhameful Blaſphemies and many offenſive 


Indecencies, with ſuch Ardour and indi- 


ſcreet Zeal, that has given them rather 
the Figure of Madmen, than qualify'd 


them for any better Denomination. The 
Heathens themſelves never invok'd their 
Deities in ſuch a rude and barbarous 


manner. Yet this they impudently fa- 


ther on the Holy Spirit. The Spirit 
taught the Apoſtles x0 ſpeak wiſely and 
ſententiouſly, but can it inſpire to play 
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the Fool, and pray like Madmen? Who 
then ſees not the Excellency of our Church 


Devotion, beyond their rude and un- 
mannerly Adareſſes to the God of Glo- 


ry ? 


Again, Sixthly, the Romaniſts rank 
the Traditions of the Church in Equipage 
with the Word of God written, and 
they prefer their own Fancies and 
Inventions, not only before the Tradi- 
ditions of the Church, but alſo before the 
undoubted Word of God it ſelf. They 
idolize their Sermons more than any 
ignorant Papiſts idolize an Image or 
Saint departed, nor ſpare they Cott or 
Expence in Oblations to their Idol Shep. 
herds. = | 


And Laftly, to name no more In- 
ſtances of Concord with Roman Catho- 
licks, is that known Doctrine of reſiſting 
Sovereign Power and Aathority. And there 
is a Thing among the Fanaticks which 
bring them quite up with the Catholick 
Doctrine in this Point, commonly call'd 
the intrinſick Power of the Church, an 
Engine made to make themſelves Inde- 
pendent, being weary of being Subjects, 
tho' to the meekeſt and mildeſt Govern- 

ER ment, 
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ment, and not having Scope enough to 
exalt their Horn without it. And that 
this is perfectly Papiſtical who knows not. 
From all which conſider'd and laid toge- 
ther, let the Reader Judge whether the 
Church, or Diſſenters are moſt a Kin ro 


Rome. And let it be conſider'd alſo, of 


what ſingular Service our Divines have 
been againſt Papiſm, with what 
Bravery,and Learning they have vindi- 


cated our Excellent Church, and diſcomfi- . 


ted the Goliahs of the Adverſar y). 


Therefore then ſince no Ground can 
appear why they ſhou'd ſtile us Papiſts, 
but that themſelves have the greateſt 
Concord with them, it is plain and evi- 
dent, that they do this to ſet the Nati- 


on together by the Ears, and kindle an 
unquenchable Fire amongſt us. But they 


muſt have a better Salve to clear the 
Eye- Sight, before they can make any o- 


ther ſee Popery in our Church; but 


themfelves. And they may take this for 
their Pains, to have all the reit of the 


known Learned World, to laugh both at 


their prejudices, and the blindneſs of their 


Underſtandings, Men who are not led 
bliadly by Fanaticiſm will ac the firſt 


Sight, ſee the Beauty and the Charming 


5 Order 
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Order of our Church, her decent Worſhip, 
and own the incomparable Learning of 
her Divines: All about us, ſee enough to 


make them overlook their Fanatical Sects, 
as not worth any Notice or Obſervation. 
So, they may ſcrew themſelves up to the 
Height of Pretenſions, and aſcend the Pi- 
nacle of their own Imaginations, whe- 


ther they know it or not, they are Mi- 
niſh'a and brought low, and as we queſtion 


not a Funeral of the Maſs, fo we hope to 
attend at the Interment of Diſſention. If 
Men were but as wiſe and nice in the 
Choice of their Opinions and Principles, 
as they are handſome, decent and gentile in 
other Matters; their Principles would be 


rejected as a Menſtruous Cloth; their Reaſon 
could not bear with any thing that choak' d 


it. And it needs be no great Controverſy 
to prove them, who are Separatiſis, to be 
moſt unreaſonable in the Point of Diſſenti- 


on, let them pretend to, otherwiſe, what 


they will. 


In ſhort, fo far are their Deſigns blaſted 
and Intents ruined, that no Attempt they 
take in hand can fucceed. Every thing gives 
them a diſcouraging Blow, and What 


would they have? What can Falſhood, 


Miſchief and Quarrelſomneſs pretend to?

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Sure, if they know not what they are 
to expect, I will put them in Mind of 
what God faid to Cain, who envy'd his 
Brother's Acceptance with Him, If thou 
doeſt well, ſhalt thou not be accepted But if 
thou doeſt Ill, Sin lyeth at thy Door. Sin 
lyeth at thy Door, i. e. the Puniſhment of 
Sin lyeth like a Dog, a Maſtiff, ready to 
enter, continually in wait, that the Door 
ſhall not open, bur it will come in.

_ «Theſe Phanatics, and their Doctrines 
have been the Occaſion of our Late 
Troubles and Commotions; their outragious 
Expreſions againſt the Church, as if they 
were going to raze it from the Foundation, 
= has made its Zealous Well-wiſhers contri- 
= | bute and eontrive to the oppoſing of their 
| Inſolence, ſome of which have arriv'd to 
ſuch a Boldneſs, as to Dams our Clergy 
in the very Streets, and Curſe the Church, 
and among themſelves drink the Confuſion 
of both? Can the worſt of People hear 
theſe things without being exaſperated 
2 againſt 
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againſt ſuch Monſters! Whatever Mob 
and Diſtraction was amongſt us, the true 
Riſe and Occaſion of it, is to be laid to 
their Door, as the moſt propty Incendiaries. 
Have they created theſe Perturbations and 
then charge them on the Church? We 
ſhonld have a bleſſed Brotherhood of them, 
if we own'd them for Brethren; the beſt _ 
we can ſay of them, that they are falſe 
Brethren, if there is any fuch thing as 
Falſhood in the World. Was there any 
manner of Occaſion to ſtorm at a Doctrine 
that never before was found Fault with!

Silence ? Was ſhe brought ſo low, that 
ſhe could not riſe ? Did ſhe fink or ſhrink 


in the Day of Trial ? —— The Church 
cannot be deſtroy d; ſhe may be refin'd 


by her Safferings: Trials waste not, but 
_ purify. The Primitive Church grew up under 
Perſecution ; ſo ſhall ours. Her Enemiesare 
driven back as Jordan, and their Eyes are 


aazled, as when they look upon the Sun in 
its Strength; all their Weapons form'd 


_ againſt our Zion are render'd unproſperous. 
The Works of our Enemies have encreas'd 


the Friends of our Church, and they only 
light the Torches that have diſcover'd their 
own Villan). They have done enough to 
make themſelves fret and repine at their 
own Folly ; and now methinks they would 
do well to ſit down and repeat, ſeeing 


the Miſchief they intended, ends in a Mi-

Some that were before faint-hearted, will 
nom turn Hero's for their Queen, Church 
and Country; they that have any of theſe 


ſingly, and not all of them, before their 
Eyes, ſhould endeavour to be better Sab- 
jects. They that advanced with Terrour 
have been forc'd to retreat with Confuſion, 

and now is the Time for the Mourner to be 


comforted, andifor them that are reſtrain'd to 


uſe the Expreſſion of Joſeph to his Bret- 


t hren; They meant it for Evil, but God meant 
it for Good. God by this making his Kind- 
neſs ſo ſurpriſing, ſo raviſhing and inex- 
preſſible, that the Heart muſt be miracu- 
loully hardened indeed upon which it 


works not. So the beſt Providences a great 
many times, at the firſt appear with moſt 
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umpleaſant and terrifying Aſpects, until as 
the Sun peeping out from a dark Cloud, 
it begins at laſt to ſcatter its Rays of Com- 
fort. There are a great many Brethren 
like Jo/eph's,who can overlook not only the 
Bonds of Society, the Bonds of Conſcience, - 
the Bonds of Religion, but even the Bonds 
of Blood and Birth to do themſelves a 
Kindneſs. And of ſuch Natures are Diſſen- 
ters in general. For what Name is more fit 
for them, than Teols of the reſtleſs Enemy, 
who is di ſoblig'd to ſee the fair Progreſs of 
the Church; and therefore finding no bet- 
ter Way, attempts upon it with inteſtine 
. Diviſions, and what he cannot do by open 
Violence, he ſeeks to do by ſowing I ares. 


They having a mercileſs Hatred at us, and 
endeavouring the Suppreſſion of our Miniſtry 
(ex ungue Leonem, we may lee the Fate of 
all in one) to ſweep. all clean off the Stage, 

that the Inheritacè might be theirs (as the 
falln Angels fell down becauſe of their Aſp:- 

ration) the more they endeavour'd it, the 
further are they from it. All their vain Ex- 
pectations have fill'd their Bel) with the 
Eaſt Wind, and now Expectation is become 
rather their Torment than their Cemfort. 


Our Aim muſt not be to pleaſe Men, to 
court, bow and whine for Favour: If Mini- 
1 e ers 
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ſters were to do ſo, then muſt they ſuit 
themſelves to every capricious or wicked 
wavering Humour; they muſt not be ſo 
changeable as to be ſelf-inconſiſtent and ſelf- 
condema d, and ſo juſtly expos'd to the Ig- 
nomin) of the People they have to deal with. 
It were 2mpofible this Way to do God any 
Service, and fo according to St. Paul to 
the Church Miniſters of Galatia, as he ſays _ 
of himſelf; if I ſhould yet pleaſe Men, I 
ſhould not be the Servant of Chriſt, Gal. 1. 
10. Men-Pleaſer; muſt vary and turn, and 
whirl about with the Times, and muſt 
counterfeit Faces, if they have no true ones, 
and ſuch cannot be God's Servants. Church 
Miniſters muſt ſtand by the Profeſſion of their 
Faith without waverins, And ſuch as do are 
only to be G the Pillars of the 
Church, which ſave it from Ruin, when o- 
thers run and relinquiſh it, that any may 
pull it down who wil, 15 
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And this is our Triumph, that the Pillars 
7 our Church ha ve ſtood immoveable, and 
= blunted the Arrows that were darted againſt 
them, that the Ezemy have ſpent their Fu- 
. V, and are dropt down for very Weakweſs, 
1 exhauſted their Spirits unſucceſsfully. Now 
. it is out of their Power to prejudice us, if 
I we will but mind our own Peace and Quiet 22 
3 and be zealous for our Intereſt, as they are for , 
1 . 5 theirs. | 
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theirs. It js as plain as the San, that they 
are for no others Intereſt but their own ; and 
for us to give them our Laboars, and dif- 


fuſe our Bounties upon our . Enemy, is to 


give him an andoubted Power to uſe us 
baſely. Honour is to be expected more 


when a Man's Circumſtances can command 


it, than when it is out of his Power, He can 


never much expect it from Courteſy. So let 
us never put that into their Hands which 


we can hardly get out again. We find that 


too much Liber) has ſuch bad Influ- 
ence upon them, as makes their Demands 


inſolent, and gives them Room for their 


Induſtry to plant their Schiſim; that King 


James the Firſt finding What an Vneaſineſs 


they created in his Reiga, threatenꝰd to hurry 
them out of the Ning dom. Conſtantine the 


Great alſo made ſevere Laws againſt Di 


ſenters of his Times; yet were there no Law 


againſt ſuch Teachers, ſuch Blind Guides, 


how careful ſhould they be of taking ſuch 
a Courſe, in drawing aſide others, and load- 
ing them with their Guilt, If it were reckon- 
ed of what dangerous Conſequence it is to 
the People miſſed on the one Side, 
and to thoſe that miſlead on the other, Men 


that thought of the World to come, would 


make ſome .other good Uſe of their Time 
and their Reaſon. . 
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However, while they are in the Multitude 
of their Devices, let us look well to our 
Watch Tower, and be active, ſuſpecting 


thoſe the more frequently from whom we 
had former Miſchiefs. The Church is a 


Garden that wants its noxious V. eeds to be 
rooted out. It is a dangerous Matter to give 


its Enemies a free and kind Reception. Our 
known Enemies are not to be truſted for 
what they pretend, the bloodieſt Intention 


having the faireſt Pretenſions. 


If we will take former Proofs they have 
taught us Sagacity enough to ſmell their 


latent Deſigns, and Fortitude enough to en- 
counter Baſerejs ; Now that they have diſ- 


play*'d themſelves in their true Colours, they 


have learnt us more Matchfulneſs and Ob. 
ſervation. They wanted an Opportunity to 


raze our Church from the Foundation, and 
to drive our Miniſtry into Corners, or give 
them (rather) an immediate Sentence into 
Eternity. Notwithſtanding of which our 


Foundation is ſo ſecure, that it cannot be 


ſhaken, while their canting Ringleaders 


may be under the melancholy Expectation 


of Padlocłs, now that the Scene i, chang d 
and the Sentence of Condemnation is their 
own. They have given themſelves a Name 
that will live as long as their Sed does,
